Letter to the Editor, 

In rsponse to a letter 
by Mr, Schenke printed in 
the Quid February 5, 1986, 

I feel obliged to respond 
to a few misconceptions. 

In opening, the letter 
referred to faculty "bash- 
ing", I would hope, in 
fact, that it should have 
read Faculty "bashing". 
The first refers to a group 
of people who teach, the 
second to the organization 
as a whole - and I see no 
reason why the Administra- 
tion should be excluded 
from necessary criticism. 

The article then went on 
to refer "with regret to 
the Dermer articles", I 
must state, from the begin- 
ning, that the articles 
contained more with which I 
would agree than disagree. 
From my understanding of 
the first of the articles, 
it was to be a longer ser- 
ies; and, one could only 
hope that Richard would 
have had an opportunity to 
suggest ways of improving 
the areas of which he was 
critical. Of the three 
letters in response, there 
was only one which in my 
opinion hit the mark — 
that by Ms, Lacey, She 
pointed out that withdrawal 
is not the answer, and cri- 
ticism must be accompanied 
by an intention to partici- 
pate to bring about the 
changes suggested, Ms, 

Raicek's editorial, while 
fair, suggested that Rich- 
ard ignored the positive 
work done by the Orienta- 
tion Committee this year 
(as well as in past years). 
What her letter missed was 
the fact that on the first 
two days of the Orienta- 
tion, the person standing 
behind the barbeque was 
Richard; and, at the Sang- 
ria Party the person using 
his equipment and playing 
the records was again Rich- 
ard (at no cost to the As- 
sociation), Richard had 
already decided to withdraw 
from Law School for a year; 



he none the less chose to 
volunteer his time and 
equipment to participate in 
the activities which he be- 
lieved would help to bring 
about some of the changes 
which he hoped would make 
the first year easier for 
this year's new students, 
Walter Lippmann wrote, 
"Freedom of speech has be- 
come a central concern of 
the Western society because 
of the discovery among the 
Greeks that dialetic, as 
demonstrated in the Socrat- 
ic dialogues, is a princi- 
pal method of attaining 
truth, and particularly a 
method of attaining moral 
and political truth, 'The 
ability to raise searching 
difficulties on both sides 
of a subject will, ' said 
Aristotle, 'make us detect 
more easily the truth and 
error about the several 
points that arise, ' The 
right to speak freely is 
one of the necessary means 
to the attainment of truth. 
That, and not the subjec- 
tive pleasure of utterance, 
is why freedom is a neces- 
sity in the good society," 
(The Public Philosophy, pp, 
124-125, ) 

This year's Orientation 
Committee was formed of a 
unique group of people, < 
some of whom had served 
last year, and others who 
were the loudest critics of 
what they felt had been 
missing. The Committee was 
lucky to have the prior 
work as a starting point, a 
plateau on which to build. 
This was, after all, only 
the third time that Orien- 
tation had been organized 
and run by the LSA, 

The ease with which the 
Law Partners Program was 
able to recruit volunteers 
from the upper three years 
to serve as Law Partners is 
recognition that each indi- 
vidual wished their own 
year had been better. They 
remembered what they had 
gone through and were wil- 
ling to do whatever was re- 
quired to improve the Com- 



munity, 

I think that Mr, Schenke 
used the word cynic ill-ad- 
visedly, I am not a cynic, 

I do not sarcastically dis- 
credit the sincerity or 
goodness of human motives 
and actions, nor am I in- 
credulous of human good- 
ness, I am, however, a 
critic of the system, and 
will continue throughout my 
stay within the Community 
to be one, hopefully its 
loudest. If Mr, Schenke 
were to check the names of 
those people organizing 
many of the functions which 
he wishes he could attend, 

I believe he would find 
even more critics; critics 
who are actively attempting 
to improve their environ- 
ment, He would find no 
lack of perseverance. But 
optimism? That I think 
would be in short demand. 
Possibly what is being mis- 
taken for cynicism could 
better be described as dis- 
illusionment, 

Hannah Arendt said it 
better than I will ever be 
able when she wrote, "More 
and more people in the 
countries of the Western 
world, which since the de- 
cline of the ancient world 
has regarded freedom from 
politics as one of the bas- 
ic freedoms, make use of 
this freedom and have re- 
treated from the world and 
their obligations within 
it. This withdrawal from 
the world need not harm an 
individual; he may even 
cultivate great talents to 
the point of genius and so 
by a detour be useful to 
the world again. But with 
each such retreat an almost 
demonstrable loss to the 
world takes place; what is 
lost is the specific and 
usually irreplaceable in- 
between which should have 
formed between this indivi- 
dual and his fellow men," 
(Men in Dark Times, p.

Now that the semi-annual 
smoke and fire over Prof. 
Scott's grading has come 
and gone, perhaps it's time 
to step back a bit, and 
think about the purposes 
law school grades are sup- 
posed to serve. There is a 
lot of talk each year about 
academic rigor and grade 
inflation; about the impor- 
tance of letting law firms 
and grad, schools know that 
an A from McGill means 
something. The problem is 
that most students have 
little clue as to what it 
does mean. There is a lack

of comments on exam papers, 
so that the student can 
only guess what the reasons 
were for their results. 
There are two or three pro- 
fessors who make an effort 
to give extensive comments 
on mid-term assignments in 
first-year courses, and 
their efforts are appreci- 
ated, but they are rare. 
Most professors (unlike 
Prof. Scott) do not even 
bother to put model exam 
answers on reserve in the 
library. 

The resulting confusion 
does more harm than good to

academic excellence. All 
too many students think 
that the way to get a good 
mark is to feed the in- 
structor back his lecture 
notes at exam time. This 
may not be what most in- 
structors want, but given 
the almost total lack of 
feedback, positive or nega- 
tive, it's difficult to 
know for sure. Given the 
widespread confusion over 
standards, and the amazing 
emphasis on academic per- 
formance among both staff 
and students, the general 
outcome is academic confor- 
mity, and that impoverishes 
the Faculty as a whole.
